ON OLD KNIGHT FARM 


Six Months Teaining Under Rapert revinencties Will Be 
Given To 300 Young Married Men, Selected From 
25 South Alabama Counties; Great Possibilities. 


all is hustle and bustle down on 
the old Knight place, about two 
miles south of Elba,, where Coffee 
County's Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Camp is being prepared for 
300 young married farmers, This 
camp has been designed to pro- 
vide opportunities toward  self- 
maintenance for a group of young 
men not heretofore given particu- 
lar consideration in the recovery 
program, 

Engineer M, J. Savelle, with J. 
C. Robbins, are in charge of es- 
tublishing the camp, and we are 
informed that 20 men will be se- 
lected from each of 25 counties in 
South Alabama, 300 to be select- 
ed from this group. Nineteen of 
Coffee County's quota of 20 young 
men are now located and actively 
engaged in helping to make the 
camp habitable, The twentieth 
was expected to have been select- 
ed Wednesday.

in various phases of farm worl} 
and rural home building, the

cessful selectees from this group 
of 300 men will be given an oppor- 
tunity for homesteading in their 
home counties or elsewhere 
through financing by the Rural 
Rehabilitation Corporation. 

Experts will be available to 
make this training the most 
worthwhile possible. It is the 
opinion of the sponsors of the 
movement that this group in their 
respective counties will serve as 
excellent beginning -for general 
improvement and development of 
higher standards of life for these 
and many other such families. 
Cases to be considered are select- 
ed by the Director of Relief and 
submitted to Miss Viola Suttles, 
Supervisor of Social Service Di- 
vision of the Rural Rehabilitation 
program.

Following is the outline for eli- 
gibility and selection of men to be 
enrolled in Alabama Conservation 
Camp, Coffee County, as given in 
a bulletin to A. W. Hobart, Coffee 
County Director of Relief: 

I. Plan of the Project 

The plan of the suggested proj- 
ect is to provide, in addition to 
subsistence, educational training 
and opportunities to 300 young 
married men between the ages of 
18 and 25. It is to be done on the 
basis of six months training 
through the development of a 
project located in Coffee County 
cn a tract of land recently ac- 
quired by the Alabama Relief Ad- 
ministration. It is further planned 
that, after the six months train- 
ine period, the successful selectee 
will return to his home county, at 
which time he will be given op- 
portunity for  homesteading 
through financing by Rural Reha- 
bilitation Corporation. This is a 
state project and will be admin- 
istered as such.

(b) To give educational oppor- 
tunities through training to fit this 
group for future self-maintenance 

(c) The men will have an op- 
portunity for future homesteading 
when they return to home county. 
While in camp the men will re- 
ceive maintenance plus $5.00 cash 
per month and their families will 
receive a monthly allowance of 
$15.00, 

I, Eligibility 

(a) They must be actively class- 
ified at the present time in Group 
II of Rural Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram. 

(b) They must be white mar- 
ried boys from 18 to 25 years of 
age inclusive, and must be living 
with their wives at the present 
time. 

1. Widowers are not acceptable, 

2. Applicant must have been 
married for at least a period of 
sixty days. Marriage certificates 
must be available if necessary. 

8. Proof of eligibility of age 
must be given by birth certificate, 
Bible record or other acceptable 
documents, 

(c) Applicant must show proof 
of recent physical examination. 

(d) Applicant must have com- 
pleted at least the sixth grade. 

(e) No person under conviction 
of crime and _ serving sentence 
shall be employed. 

IV. Procedure For Selection 

(a) They should be men of sta- 
bility and good character, clean 
cut, purposeful and ambitious. 
They should be the best young 
men that can be found in this 
group. They must be willing to 
learn and willing to work. Par- 
ticipation in this program is a 
privilege. 

(b) Acceptance of enrotiment 
will be purely voluntary. No co- 
ercive methods should be used in 
interesting the men in enrollment. 

(c) Twenty such men are to be 
selected from each of the follow- 
ing counties: 

Coffee, Dale, Covington, Geneva, 
Houston, Henry, Barbour, Shelby, 
Crenshaw, Butler, Clarke, Wilcox, 
Perry, Marengo, Montgomery, 
Talladega, Conecuh, Baldwin, Es- 
cambia, Monroe, Mobile, Autauga, 
Chilton, Bibb, Elmore. 

Three hundred will be selected 
from this group. 

(d) There will be a number of 
vocations needed to carry on the 
project and, if possible, selection 
should include boys who have had 
varied occupational experiences. 

(e) Physical examination in ac- 
cordance with the attached blank 
must be made locally by a licensea 
physician. Relief funds cannot be 
used for providing such examina- 
tion. 

(f) The complete case history 
should be brought up to date and 
the attached application form in 
triplicate should be prepared and 
held ready for further instructions 
as to time and place of recruiting. 

(g) Cost of transportation to 
recruiting station and camp will 
be paid from Relief funds,

SAL ARIES OF U. Ss. EMPL OYES 
RESTORED TO FORMER LEVEL 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—Sala- 
ries of government employes were 
restored today to their pre-depres- 
sion level, adding an estimated 
$65,000,000 annually to the federal 
payroll, 

Simultaneously with effective- 
ness of the recent congressional 
act increasing government wages 
to the point they stood before the 
1938 economy pay-cuts, the civil 
service commission announced the 
number of workers in federal ex- 
ecutive departments was 680,546, 
the largest since the war period. 

The official tabulation placed 
the number of such workers in 
Washington alone at 95,517, which 
is more than at any time since 
1920. 

The total does not include work- 
ers in the legislative, judicial and 
military branches of the govern- 
ment, nor 839,584 in emergency 
conservation work. 

The all-time record number of 
executive employes was 917,760 on 
November 1i, 1918, at the time 
of the World War armisitice.

Camp has been located on the old 
Knight farm, about two miles 
south of Elba, on the old Samson 
road. <A large force of workmen 
got exceedingly busy Tuesday 
morning and the camp is rapidly 
being cleaned up and is being made 
habitable for the 300 young méar- 
ried farmers, to be selected from 
25 South Alabama counties. These 
300 men, between the ages of 18 
and 25 years, will be given six 
months’ training under skilled in- 
structors in the arts of scientific 
and practical farming, home-build- 
ing and everything a modern 
farmer should know. All those 
who make good will be given the 
opportunity to purchase 40-acre 
homesteads on easy terms and will 
be furnished sufficient financial aid 
to enable them to get started in 
life. 

It is stated by those in charge 
of the program that the men in 
the camp will be given their board 
and lodging, $5 a month in cash 
and $15 per month will be sent 
to each man’s family each month. 
This camp is the first of the kind 
to be establishede in the New 
Deal's great program of farm re- 
habilitation and the eyes of the 
whole nation will be upon it. If 
the project meets with the success 
expected of it by its sponsors, 
many similar camps wili be estab- 
lished throughout the country, 
which should have the effect of 
revolutionizing farming methods, 
especially in the South, where 
many methods now in yogue are 
obsolete.

The negroes, center of litigation 
since 1931, contended they had 
been deprived of constitutional 
rights because they were indicted 


by a trial jury from which mem 
bers of their race had been sys- 
tematically excluded 

During arguments before the 
Supreme Court, counsel for the de- 
fendants asserted that names of 
negroes had been “forged” to the 
jury rolls of Jackson County after 
the indictments had been returned.

The Alabama Supreme Court 
said the evidence failed to show 
that negroes had been so excluded.
